A “T.V.A.” FOR NEW ENGLAND?

When the Connecticut, fed by heavy rains 
and melting snows, got out of control in 
March, 1936, it went berserk, killing eleven 
persons, tearing up roads and bridges, smashing 
houses, carrying off tons of good soil, stopping 
industry and otherwise damage 
estimated by the Massachusetts State Planning 
Board at $135,000,000. Unfortunately, this 
was not a first offense. In the November, 


causing 


1927 flood the River took a toll of twenty-one 
lives and did direct damage of $15,000,000. 
On several other occasions within recent years 
it has leaped its banks, putting fear and 
anxiety into the hearts of many a New Eng- 
lander, destroying property and upsetting the 
lives of thousands. 

To a lesser extent the Merrimac, the Black- 
stone, the Androscoggin, the Lamoille and 
other New England streams have established 
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similar records. Every year there comes a 
time when thousands of cubic feet of water go 
rushing unharnessed to the sea. If ways 
could be found of controlling the flow and 
converting the energy to useful forms, there 
would be available to New England industries 
and farms power to increase production and 
lighten the burden of toil 

In doleful contrast to the damaging abund- 
ance of water in our valleys at certain seasons 
was the terrible shortage of the autumn of 
1947. The drought had done its work. 
Reservoirs behind the dams were low The 
steady depletion of our forests had reduced the 
capacity of our hillsides to retain rainfall and 
regulate stream flow Once beautiful streams 
of clear sparkling water became stinking open 
sewers incapable of producing adequate power 


or maintaining a desirable aquatic life.

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The shortage of water made it necessary 
to turn to steam and Diesel plants for the 
production of electricity to meet even the 
New 


This shift resulted in an 


normal demands of England industry, 
homes and farms. 
increased burden on the transporation systems 
as coal for steam and oil for Deisels had to be 
hauled by water, rail and truck to the centers 
of power production. ‘Thus the scarcity of 
water combined with the scarcity of tank cars 
created a genuine lack of power and a short 
fuel supply. 

The drought of 1947 may turn out to be the 
stimulus that awakened New England to a

The United States must look now to Canada 
for a considerable part of its maple products.” 

Such is the conclusion of W. Arthur Simp- 
son, Lyndonville, Vermont—farmer on acres 
acquired by his great great-grandfather in 
1790, public official, nationally known breeder 
of milking shorthorn cattle, and, said to know 
more about maple than anyone living. 

His statement contrasts strangely with that 
of another great authority, Dr. Benjamin 
Rush (1745-1813), 
that the three hundred million maples in the 


whose statistics revealed 
northern parts of New York and Pennsylvania 
were enough to supply the whole consumption 
of the United States. 

It is quickly seen that no greater “conserva- 
tion calamity” has happened than here. No 
sadder example of the profligate way of life— 
bowls, the story of the

passenger pigeon or the heath hen—stands on 


the American record. In less than one 
hundred and fifty years, we have reduced the 
black 


maples from about 800 million to not over 14 


number of our standing sugar and 
million. 

True enough, one can find today certain 
families whose maple orchards go back 200 
years and more, as well as many generaliza- 
tions to the effect that these families “would 
as leave part with their own children as they 


would even one tree.”

The cold facts are, however, that many 
have sold out to the lumberman’s axe, and 
many more will have done so before another 
year has gone. Have we held this trust any 
better than our forbears did? Consider the 
report in 1931 of the leading citizens in Ver- 
mont who had been appointed to a Special 
Commission on Rural Life by the legislature 
” a sufficiency of young maples are start- 
ing to replace those cut by lumbering interests.” 

On this sweeping statement perhaps rests 
the complacency of these, our years——a com- 
placency uninterrupted in its vast, calm 
expanse on any horizon other than that of 
the tiny 4000 tree orchard at the Proctor 
Maple Research Farm in Underhill, Vermont

But farm boys 
grow older and the fiascos in maple syrup 
become more dangerous. Ask Arthur Simp- 
son about George Cary, the Aroostook County, 
Maine, farm boy. 

“Back in the nineties, George Cary had 
grown up to be a travelling salesman for a 
Portland firm. In those days, a 
pound of maple sugar bought a pound of cane 
sugar and farmers were in the habit of turning 
in a great deal of their maple produce to 
local grocers in trade for other necessary 
household supplies. Cary felt there should be 
a more profitable outlet for this maple syrup 


grocery 


Interesting certain tobacco in- 
terests on his ideas, he built up the Cary 
Maple Sugar Company of St. Johnsbury, 


and sugar. 


Vermont, to the largest company of its kind 
in the world. His purchases were made from 
all over New England, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio—and later, Canada. 

“In some years he sold as many as eight 
million pounds to different tobacco companies. 
They used it in chewing tobacco, and after 
a time and experimentation, maple became 
part of nearly every cigarette formula. 

“Still not satisfied the farmer was making 
his full share, Cary expanded into table 
syrups and candies. He gradually increased 
outlets for the farmers—and the price they 
received, 

“In the late twenties, the price of syrup, as 
now, was established at crop time. In 1929, 
the established price was high and this price, 
along with a favorable season, resulted in 
tremendous farm output. The Cary Com- 
pany in that year acquired, through large 
bank credits, a very large inventory. Then 
came a falling out with the American Tobacco 
Company over the price Cary was asking of 
them, his best customer. He felt they would 
have to meet his terms. They thought other- 
wise, and through purchases from independ- 
ents and Canada, acquired all the maple 
they needed to allow them to refuse Cary’s 
proposals. As a result, Cary’s Company went 
into the control of the banks who had by then 
loaned him something over three million 
dollars against his inventories. He went 
into personal bankruptcy . . . and died shortly 
after. 

Some years ago the cooperative idea took a 
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hand. This, in the form of the Vermont 
Maple Cooperative at Essex Junction, acted 
as a price stabilizer for atime. Unfortunately, 
as the price of syrup increased and especially 
in recent years when it was at a premium, 
farmers preferred to sell direct. The co- 
operative was reduced to a relatively small 
packager of half pint bottles for chain stores. 
This past year, according to Arthur Packard, 
energetic President of the Vermont State 
Farm Bureau, a new cooperative was formed 
to take its place. Quite a few have ambitious 
plans for this cooperative in maple and other 
farm helps but as yet most of these as yet 
remain on paper. 

How ironic it is that this sweetest of all 
sweets should defy the best of man’s brain 
and brawn all these years. 

Part of the explanaticn of this irony lies in 
the weather. Given just the right soil such 
as that in Franklin County—Woodbridge 
Loam with intense compactness of substratum, 
comparatively free from stone—and Bland- 
ford, a young soil not yet leached of its mineral 
plant food ...and given just the right alti- 
tude for temperature and drainage . . . given 
accessible orchards...and ready markets 
...given even expert astrologers for those 
who maintain there is a connection between 
the rising of the sap and the phases of the 
moon... given all these things and all the 
right equipment... still the fact 
that weather has the final say. 

Sometime between the end of February and 
March, maple sap will start running. The 
prayers of some thousands of farmers will be 
heard that day for continued cold, freezing 
nights, warm sunny days, and no easterly 
winds; which is the only good sap weather 
there is. 

The snow drifts will be gradually melting 
away, the midday snow will be soft and 
lumpy. There will be a few bees about, 
anc’ a few white clouds over head. A crow or 
two may have returned and here and there 
you may occasionally see bluejays contrasting 
with the twigs of maple which have just 
begun to turn red. At sunset you will notice 
a warm red glow in the West, and during the 
evening there will perhaps be saw whet owls 
calling out softly in the lowlands. During 
the night the old snow will freeze into a hard 
crust on top and perhaps some new will have

“A thick white blanket—dramatic as a flower 
blooming in snow, with 4 radiant colored 
stripes in the border” (p. 949, or 56KO8174 in 
catalog parlance). 

The suburbanite looking for a pair of 
sneakers to wear around the yard on spring- 
time’s lazy Sundays will be stimulated to more 
vigorous activity by “Keep in the swing for 
those energizing indoor sports in this foot- 
caressing sport oxford. Laces to toe for 
cozy, comfortable fit... brimful of buoyant 
support and comfort” (p. 419). 

The busy seamstress, leafing through the 
pattern section, will find her needle gaining 
new inspiration from such exciting descriptions 
as, “A drifting dream of a skirt makes this 
teen-age dress especially lovely. Mere whiff 
of a waist effect with wide set-in midriff belt. 
Brief capelet sleeves finished with scallops or 
short puffed sleeves” (p. 443A). And how 
zestful it must be for her to come upon “Fur 
trims—Drama by the Yard” (p. 447G) or a 
whole galaxy of sequins with such evocative 
names as “Magic Radiance,” “Plumed 
Petals,” “Alluring Leaf” and “Star-bright 
Fantasy” (loc. cit.) 

This device of christening various objects 
with glamorous names—formerly confined 
to suites of furniture and radios—has now 
crept into the lamp section, resulting in such 
imaginative appellations as “Rite-Light,” 
“Wide Beam,” “Top Switch” and “Bright 
Idea” (p. 776). Think of the number of 
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customers who will be intrigued by being 
able to turn on that last one.

slogan is used nicely, too. 
“Turn lazy hours into comfort hours” (p. 801) 
ought to increase the sale of rocking chairs, 
and “legs that scorn rust” (p. 817) should

In fact, the cloud motif very nearly gets 
out of hand. Not only does it appear in the 
towel section, but bath mats are also offered 
that “make you feel like you’re walking on a 
cloud” (p. 936), and in the interests of pur- 
veying comforters the buyer is exhorted to 
‘Pull a cloud over your bed” (p. 943). How- 
ever, it does seem an odd bargain to be 
offered a cloud at $24.47 when an adjacent 
comforter ensures “real bliss” as only $21.77. 
At least it sounds more practical than “‘Moon- 
glow” (loc. cit.) as a protection against the 
night air, even though all the comforters are 


averred to be “toasty warm for comfort” 
(p. 942). 
There are, however, other significant

enough to find a five-dollar-a-day sitter! 

Part of the rise in expense in the past decade 
is our fault. The $1.75 lodging in the simple 
farmhouse was fun ten years ago, maybe it 
wouldn’t be so much fun now that we are ten 
years older. And certainly, in ten years time 
we have, or should have, outgrown the 
farmer’s apple orchard and “schuss-boom 
down the hill’ technique. 

But something is wrong when the great 
majority of the people you see on the ski 
slopes of New England are well past thirty, 
since they are the only ones who can afford to 
ski.

a few thought it would be better to have 
recurring floods than to accept help from their 
federal government, the benefits were apparent 
and the chorus of approval was strong. At 
last the people in the Winooski Valley from 
Montpelier to Burlington could feel reasonably 
safe from the waters of the river. By co- 
operation between the State of Vermont and 
the United States of America a little river that 
lies wholly within the state was subjected to 
engincering control. 

The same tool didn’t work on the Con- 
necticut. Though many of its tributaries are 
in Vermont, the river rises in Canada and 
northern New Hampshire, flows in normal 
times within New Hampshire boundaries for 
the length of the state and across Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut to Long Island Sound. 
Its drainage area is about 11,325 square miles, 
an area greater than that of any New England 
state except Maine. The Army Engineers 
made extensive surveys of the river and in 
February, 1936 submitted to Congress pro- 
posals for flood control and power develop- 
ment. 

Execution of the plans would do for the 


Connecticut Valley what the East Barre,

TV A—(Continued from Page 57) 
evidence that a new approach and a new tool 
are required to deal adequately with such 
problems as control and development of 
rivers that are regional in character. The 


job cannot be done by a single state or by an 


agency whose chief business is fighting wars 
and whose headquarters are in Washington. 

Clearly the need is for an agency that has 
as its sole purpose the development and 
protection of the interests of the region in 
relation to the welfare of the nation. There 
are many state, federal and private agencies 
now functioning efficiently in New England, but 
neither separately nor collectively have they 
been able to establish adequate flood control 
of our major rivers, develop our water power 
fully, eliminate stream pollution, test the 
possibilities of tidal power, provide for naviga- 
tion of our rivers, make and execute sound 
plans for development of the recreational 
resources of our coastline, lakes, streams and 
forests, provide adequate measures for forest 
growth and protection, plan an efficient multi- 
way transportation system, or carry on re- 
search essential to the expansion of New 
England industry. They have not been able 
to do these things because the problems in- 
volved are regional, not local, state or federal. 

Unless ways are found for doing these 
things, New England will be deprived of many 
potential gains and a better life for its people. 
Not to find a solution to its regional problems 
would be contrary to the Yankee tradition. 
The situation demands the creation of an 
agency designed to handle large enterprises 
in the interest of the New England region. 
Such an agency must have its headquarters in 
New England. It must be free from partisan 
politics and the domination of private eco- 
nomic interests. 


It must have the support of 
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the federal government, yet it must work 
closely with private agencies and local and 
state governments. It must have the flexi- 
bility of the private corporation, but it must 
be operated for the public interest. It must 
take account of local traditions and local cir- 
cumstances. The people of New England 
must participate in the making and develop- 
ment of its plans. It must enlist the coopera- 
tion of existing federal agencies in studying 
such problems as stream control, erosion, 
wildlife propagation, navigation and power 
development. It must have as its basic 
purpose the development of the resources of 
New England for the improvement of the 
living of the people of the region with due 
regard for the interest of the nation. 

For nearly fifteen years America has watched 
with critical interest and growing admiration 
the performance of such an agency—the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. It has tamed 
and brought under control a mighty river, 
it has built dams and locks, it has brought the 
marvels of electricity to thousands of homes 
and furnished power for scores of industries, 
it has given new life and hope to families in 
seven great states, it has stimulated new 
private enterprises, it has produced fertilizer 
for the farms of America, it has opened a river 
to extensive navigation and has brought the 
benefits of low cost electricity to the entire 
Valley and beyond. 

But that isn’t all.

It has demonstrated that a public agency can 
be efficient and democratic. It has given the 
believers in democracy a new faith in the 
ability of people to work together for the 
improvement of living.

fallen in which you can see the tracks of 
pheasant or partridge—and those of the fox 
circling about them, ending in the tragic 
evidence of a few scattered feathers. 

These are days of the sap run. Farmers, 
you, I, government officials, in the exhilara- 
tion of work or play, with thoughts of Spring 
just ahead, will go on, and on, as usual, com- 
pletely forgetting that here in the sugar bush, 
more clearly than anywhere else is to be seen 
the real American tragedy—the waste of a 
continent through the failure of its trustees 
to protect its natural resources. 

The actual number of trees tapped, as 
compiled by O. V. Wells, Chief of the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics, in Washington, 
was 15,694,000 in 1916; 8,584,000 in 1947. 
In an average year, the experts say that 
about 60% of the maples are tapped. In 
good price years, the percentage will be higher. 
It is likely then that better than half of the 
maples standing in 1916 are now no more. 
Here at work is a geometric degression rather 
than progression. 

Higher taxes, labor costs, perhaps another 
hurricane like that of 1938 when a million 
maples fell, or caterpillar plagues, like those of 
1897, 1898, and 1899, and more large sales 
to lumbering interests—then—who knows 
how near that day is when one lone maple 
will stand as sentinel over the wasted: orchards 
of maple, pine, elm—of emptied oil basins, 
coal and copper mines, and barren meadows? 

Maple indeed will never be cheap again . . . 
if it ever was, at the cost it is now apparent
